company, 
several 
warehouses 
and 
business structures and the Planters’ 
rice mill. 
All available Are apparatus and tire 
tugs in the river could not prevent the 
spread of the flames from the Ogechee 
canal east to within 160 feet of Broad 
street. 
Many business structures and 
much «hipping were endangered. 
After 
four 
hours 
the 
tire 
was 
brought under control without loes of 
life. 
Several firemen, however, were 
slightly injured. 
The greatest k>ea was sustained by 
the Central of Georgia R ailroad com­ 
pany, owners of the Merchants and 
M iners’ term inals and freight stored 
in the warehouses. 
The loss to this 
company is estimated st 1600,000, cov­ 
ered by insurance. 
The Am erican Steel and W ire com­ 
pany Warehouses on both sides of the 
entrance to the Merchant* and M iner«’ 
docks 
were

damage estimated at between $50,000

BIG WINTER HOTEL BURNS

CONTROL OF WATER POWER 


Question W ill Be Discussed in Senate 
T h is Week. 


Washington, Feb. 3.— The question j 
of federal control of water power and j 
power sites, upon which conservation 
forces have centered much of their 
fight during the last few years, is to 
be fought before the senate this week 
when efforts will be made to pass the 
first bill establishing the government's 
right to license, control and tux a wa­ 
ter power constructed in a navigable 
river. 
W h ile the bill in question involves 
only the right of a jmwer company 
at Windsor Mills, Ca jnn., the contro­ 
versy over the measure has become so 
keen that conservation forces are lin­ 
ing up behind it and will endeavor to 
force its passage through the senate. 
President R oosevelt, near the end of 
his term, vetoed two bills which did 
1 not contain 
this recognition of the 
j federal control and the pending meaa- 
i ure is the first in which such a pro- 
: vision has been incorporated.

RIVER SEINE CAUSES ALARM 


Tributaries 
Are 
Swollen 
and 
Paris 
W harves Under Water. 


Paris, Feb. 3.— The rise of the river 
Seine is beginning to cause consider­ 
able anxiety. 
The Seine’s tributaries 
are 
greatly swollen 
as 
a result 
of 
heavy rains and it is predicted that 
the water will rise another two feet in 
the next twenty-four hours. 
Most of the Paris wharves are un­ 
der water and navigation is at a stand­ 
still. 
The flood 
threatens the sub­ 
way 
workings and the engines are 
throwing up dams to protact them. 


Naw York, Feb. 3.— A boy’s cry of 
"fire,” and the smoke from an ex­ 
ploded reel of a motion picture ma­ 
chine in an East Side theater result­ 
ed in a panic among the audience of 
400 persons and a rush for the exits, 
in which two women were killed and 
eleven other persons so severely in­ 
jured that they had to be sent to hos­ 
pitals. 
The panic occurred in one of the 
most densely populated sections of the 
East 
Hide and 
the thousands 
who 
jammed the front of the theater add­ 
ed to the confusion and to the number 
of injured. 
The two women, who have 
not been identified, were trampled to 
death in the rush to reach the doors. 
The operat or of the machine booh 
extinguished the burning film and the 
flames did not spread beyond the fire­ 
proof cage in which he worked. 
W ith the exception of one rear exit 
door the only means of escape were 
through the main vestibule and it was 
here in a narrow space that most of 
the 
injured 
were 
found. 
The 
two 
women were found in the main section 
of the theater. 
Steep steps led from the sidewalk 
to 
the theater 
entrance and 
down 
these hundreds fell, while those be­ 
hind piled on top.

Members of the congregations of 
the Methodist 
and 
Congregational 
churches and other visitors had the 
pleasure Sunday evening of listening 
to an address on “ The Socialized 
Church” given by Mr. J. S. Young, 
professor of political science at the 
university of Minnesota. 
The professor is an easy and grace­ 
ful speaker and illumines his dis­ 
course with many apt illustrations. 
His line of argument is clearly laid 
cut and his manner of speaking is 
most convincing. 
After a short service participated 
i 
by Rev. Elbert E. Satterlee, pas­ 
tor of the Methodist church and Rev 
Phil Sheridan pastor of th e Con­ 
gregational church, Rev. Saterlee in ­ 
troduced the speaker of the evening. 
Prof. Young deprecated the use of 
adjectives in describing the church, 


Elicit as the church triumphant, thd 
church, militant, 
the institutional 
church. Toe socialized church should 
h* all of these and more. 
“ The church has to work through 
human agencies on human beings 
The social instinct is planted deep in 
each one of us.” 
He Illustrated by 
mentioning the aged woman, picked 
out of the slums of New York, who 
had been sent to the country to re­ 
cuperate. 
A few days later the set­ 
tlement workers found her back in 
her old haunts. 
‘“ Why auntie! Why didn’t you stay 
in the country?’’’ asked one of the 
party. 
“ ‘Hum,’’’ said the old lady In reply. 
“ ‘People are more company than 
stumps. 
“ There is a divine sanction for the 
church to act along social lines,” said 
Prof. Young. 
“Jesus came to define 
God In terms easily understood, as a 
human, living, acting definition of 
(.od.” 
It is difficult to define in booK 
definitions terms easily understood 
bf the people, for book definitions 
never clearly define. 
No dictionar/ 
can define the good, old country phy­ 
sician, broad in his sympathies and 
not commercialized. 
Neither can a 
dictionary define the old fashioned 
lawyer who looked upon his work 
that of a public officer and was not 
cntinually seeking a retainer. These 
people define tnemselves in their own 
(lions. 
“ No book definition,’’ said 
the speaker with emphasis, “can de­ 
fine the 90 pound teacher of the west- 
rn prairies who inspired me to do 
something.” 
“ Life influences life. 
It is there, 
not merely from books, that we gath 
impi ration. 
Jesus moved along 


church. 
People are social and like 
to come to 
social 
places. 
Where 
there were no gymnasiums in a town, 
he would have a gymnasium installed 
in the basement of a church. 
Ile 
pleaded for a common sense view of 
things, for contact with men aud 
advised the athletic minister to row 
a boat if he could, to play lawn ten­ 
nis, etc. 
The heating. Lighting, ven­ 
tilation and seating arrangements of 
a church should he planned to make 
the people comfortable. 
He paid his 
respects to the janitor who closed up 
a church immediately after services 
and boxed up the vitiated air until 
the next services a week later. 
A 
preacher with the powers of a Gab­ 
riel could not keep his congregation 
from feeling sleepy in such an at­ 
mosphere. 
He complimented the local church 
on the plans prepared for remodel­ 
ing tho structure. 
“ Do not lock up 
your church,” said Mr. Young. “Use 
it every day. 
No one will steal your 
pulpit, your clock, 
organ 
or 
the 
pews.’ 
He alluded to the Catholic 
church which newer closed its doors. 
The socializing influence on the 
church included the preacher too. 
Some points of the sermon should al­ 
so be applicable to the children in 
the 
congregation. 
The 
preacher 
should know child psychology as well 
as adult psychology. 
Dare 
to 
lie 
simple in your language. 
Agencies 
for good were the mens’ societies 
of the church, the brotherhoods, the 
ladies ald societies, 
the 
Epworth 
league, the missionary societies. He 
as Wed for the cooperation of the bus 
iness men and believed in the legit­ 
imate advertising 
of the 
church 
Everything erne had 
its promoter, 
press agent or advance agent, and 
why not the church. 
He believed in 
shaking hands, not by the official 
handshakers but by various mem­ 
bers of the congregation to show the 
newcomer that people took an in­ 
terest in him. 
Mere goodness on the part of a 
church member was not sufficient. 
We must organize and be good for 
something.
